Notice is hereby given that the Arkansas State Highway and Transportation Department 

is seeking letters of interest from qualified consulting firms for development of a 

Regional Intelligent Transportation Systems (ITS) Architecture for Northwest Arkansas. 

 

The work will generally consist of developing a regional ITS architecture, which shall be 

consistent with the transportation planning process for statewide and metropolitan 

transportation planning.  The architecture shall be developed to guide the development of 

ITS projects and programs and be consistent with ITS strategies and projects contained in 

the applicable transportation plans. 

 

 The architecture shall ensure institutional agreement and technical integration for the 

implementation of ITS projects, or groups of projects.  The architecture shall contain at a 

minimum an operational concept that identifies the roles and responsibilities of the 

stakeholders.  The architecture shall identify participating agencies, stakeholders, contain 

high-level system functional requirements, interface requirements and information 

exchanges with existing and planned systems and subsystems, and identify ITS standards 

supporting regional and national interoperability.
